Premier Manning took his time 
to announce the government's 
decision regarding rent control 
but the time was well spent.

As the child's skill in spending 
and saving inereases, he will be 
entrusted with larger sums of mon- 
ey and given more responsibility 
for using them. But spending is 
what he learns first, then saving’
